BOLD BANDITS 

Held Responsible For the Wreck 
the Illinois Central Road. 
Memi>his, Jan. 23.— The Illinois Cen- 
tral New Orleans special, Memphis for 

New Orleans, was derailed and badly 
wrecked by an open switch at a lum- 
ber company's sidetrack In the south> 
em part of tne city. Five of the seven 
coaches were derailed and orerturned 
and the locomotive was badly smash- 
ed. Not a single passenger was Injur- 
ed and none of the train crew was 
killed outright, although the ehginser 
and flreman are. fatally InJureQ and 
three other members of the train crew 
are seriously hurt The fatally injur- 
ed: Harry Norton, engineer, Mem- 
phis; John McDanieJ, fireman, Water 
Valley,- Miss. Seriously Injured: J. 
P. Myrick. baggagemaster. Pulton, 
Ky.; Frank Ethrldge, mall clerk.; 
Reuben Davis, mall clerk. 

The switch at the siding was open, 
although the switch lamp showed a 
clear track. It is believed that it was 
deliberately opened and the lamp set 
with the white light showing, by 
wreckers for the purpose of dftcbjng 
the train. The engine collided with a 
cut of heavily loaded box car^ on the 
side track and the entire forward sec- 
tion of the train left the track. The 
mail car was badly crushed and the 
combination b^ltet and batgac* coach 
was cat squarely in half. 

TEAN&PORT DIX 

Reported to Have Foundered Of 
Yokohnina With .Ml llitiids. 
Seattle, Wash., Jan. 23.— An uncop 
firmed mmor is current among ship- 
plas nmn to the effect that the trans 
port Dfx l/ad gone down this side 
of Yokohama, with all on board. No 
details were giyen of the wrec?, and 
it was impossible to locate any cred' 
ible orlgla of the story, the Dix sail 
ed from this port Dec. 81. bound for 
Manilla, via NoRa.sakl. with a heavy 
cargo. Her load, consisted of 3,500,000 
feet of lumber ao4 998 tons, o( forage 
Captain Hopkins Was In command for 
the transport, with Captain SterDt>erg 
United States army, in charge of the 
vessel. Major O. S. Bingham of the 
Quartermaster's department stated 
that be bad no word of the wreck. 
He stated that when he gave the sail- 
ing orders to the Dix it was to pro 
ceed direct to Nagasaki, The course to 
Nagasaki would bring the transport in 
the route of the Japanese steamers 
and it is possible that the report ma^ 
come from this source. 



A Terrible Experlenee. 

Danbnry, Conn., Jan. 23.— Samuel 
Edin of Brookfli'ld spent seven hour.s 
of the night In a sluiceway cont^niug 
..ve feet of water. Edin slipped while 
on bis way ht^mf a«d fsU.over th« edge 
of the sluiceway, six feet below. The 
sluiceway is constructed of boards 
making a smooth wall impossible to 
climb. There was no means of es- 
cape, so the only course left to £diA 
to keep his blood In circulation was 
by moving about. He swam up and 
down, waded through the watei* and 
cried for help. His cries were heard 
and he was res(:ued. He is in a ser- 
ious eondltloo sis a result of bis ter- 
rible experience.

UNC1.B SAM TO HAVE FULL CONTROL 



Comprehensive Text of the Treaty 
Jnst Signed by Secretary of State 
Hay and tho OolomMaa 
Bipteesatatlvo. 



Washington. Jan. 23.— The Panama 
caiial tjreaty signed by Secretary Hay 
and Mr. Herrao. the Colombian 
charge, is the same treaty that was 
drawn up by this government several 
months ago with the single exception 
of the item of anni^ty tq be paid 
Colombia for the ajk o|^i^a right of 
way for the canal, 1%^ aiioaat of the 
annuity is a compromise betWSSp the 
$100,000 offered by SecreUry Hay and 
the i$60,0Q0 demanded, by Colombia. 
Thm tetter's price was fixed upon what 
were asserted to be the present returns 
from the Panama Railroad (o'mpaay. 
port dues, etc, which she had no de- 
sire to see diminished. The amount 
fixed in th« treaty by way of compro- 
mise, though not stated by the of- 
ficials and persons who have had to 
do with the perfection of the treaty. 
Is admitted to have been arrived at 
from a calculation of the e^act re- 
ceipts ft-om trafflc across the isthmus 
and therefore is regarded a.s only fair 
to Colombia. At the same time, 
though, the amount is larger than 
WMiOt fifSt offered. It.Js thought by 
oflleials that . the senate, nndoabtedly 
will accept the figure named when It 
is made clear that to offer less would 
be to deprive Colombia of ioeoON she 
now is actually receiving. 

A I) other points than this one of 
money compensation remain as they 
stood In the original draft of the 
treaty, and are (omplf tely satisfac tory 
to the United Stftea government. The 
United states will have control of the 
canal practically in perpetuity, as re- 
quired by the Spooner act; this result 
having been attained by the adoption 
of a plan for a lease for 100 years, re- 
newable at the pleasure of the United 
States, and Colombia having nothing 
to say about the extension. The mat- 
ters of police and judicial control are 
settled by a scheme of Joint action 
Although It especially is assured that 
no citizen of the United States will be 
triea by any other than his own courts. 

Control of thi- waters Of the ports of 
Colon and Panama is vested in the 
UnltAd States Just as far as may be 
necessary for the complete operation 
of the canal and it is assured that our 
extra territorial jurisdiction will be 
unquestioned as to waters and .streams 
pertaining to the canal. All port dues 
on vtuels passing the canal are to go 
to the United States by way of offset 
for the annuity payments. 

Alliso Aided the Rebels. 

London, Jan. 28.— J. H. Scholberg, 
the Venezuelan representative here, 
referring to the report circulated In the 
United States that he is awaiting per 
mission to publish information show 
ing that Great Britain and Oermany 
has been supporting General .Matos in 
the latter's effort to overthrow 4'resi- 
dtet Castro, 'Hid that there were no 
nfw develppmeAti^ in the case. He 
was merely alwaiting documents from 
Caracas to prove the reported asser- 
tions of the Venezuelan government 
that Great Britain and Oermany has 
been assisting the VeASzueian revolu 
tionlsts. These documents, it was 
added, are In the bands of Minrstcr 
Bowen, as part of Venesuela's case. 

Veesele Overdue. 

Boston, Jan I'.'J,— Anxiety In view 
of heavy weather on the Atlantic, is 
being felt for some of the foreign 
steamers now 90 their way here with 
coal from British ports.> The British 
steamer Farnliam ^eft tho Tyne, Dec. 
21, and was last reported off the Deal 
two days later. The British steanier 
Clematic sailed from Newcastle, Eng- 
land, Dec 80, and the Haselmore, also 
British, sailed from Shields the Same 
day. The Exmoor left Cardiff Jan. 1, 
the Morocco left Hull Jan. 2, and six 
other steamers l^ft coal ports on Jan. 
8, Non* of them has yet bee n sighted. 

Chief of Police Oletseh bead. 

Cincinnati, Jan. 28,— Colonel Philip 
Deitach, superintendent of police, died 
Friday morning. He was born In 
Bavaria,. Oct. 7, 1840. When quite 
ypiing eaikie to the United Stiatea 
and entered the regular army, serving 
in Washington territory. He relnilst- 
ed when the dvil war broke out in 
1861 and served in the Ar«iy of tAe Po- 
tomac, APd at tho aiose of the war en- 
tered the police force of Cincinnati, 
With which hq was almost c^ontlpuous- 
ly connected throni^ the rtmaiader of 
his life. 



WOME N TRAM PLED 

Id a Mad fcosh of Men to Escape Fire 
]n an AdJuiiiliig Uullding. 
New York, Jan. 2.1. — Three women 
were killed and five women .and one 
man severely injured in a panic in 
Leopold Miller A Sons' cigar factory 
on Crosby street, as a result of a firs 
in an adjoining building. The dead; 
Jennie Messino, 25 years; Fannie 
Kerstber^ Mrs. Mary Sparbara, 

25. Tho mmes from the Murning 
building beat against the walls of the 
cigar factory, causing a panic among 
the 600 men, women and boys at work. 
There was a wild rush for, the flre es- 
capes at the front and rear ends of 
the building, in, vrbich the weaker 
were crushed and trampled by the 
stronger. Tlie men did not hesitate to 
push the women aside and when they 
reached the second story, insfbad - of 
walt^ for the ladders to be raised, 
^U(M the women off to the ground, 
15 feet, and leaped tlipmselves. In this 
way many women were more or less 
injured. The worst scenes, however, 
wereonthe stairways, by which crowds 
of the panic-stricken employes tried td 
eBcajie from the l)ulldlng. The men 
shrieked as if mad and knocking the 
women dowo, tramplfd them nnder 
foot At the third story, titere was a 
blockade and bad it not been for the 
timely arrival of tho polirc the death 
list would have hci^n much longer. 

SENTEN O^P TO DEAT?. 

Coloael Lynch, Who Foagh« With the 

Boers, Found Guilty of Treason. 

I..ondon, Jan. 23. — Colonel Arthur 
l..yncli, member of parliament ond who 
fought with the Boers, was found guil- 
ty oil treason and santaaced, to death. 
The lord chief Justice summed u|f very 
briefly. He said that If In wastlme a 
British subject joined the kings ene- 
mies, whatever bis purjjwse, he was 
guilty of an unlawful act. Niftaraii- 
catlon during wartime aflorded no 
excuse whatever for subsequent acts. 
TJiere was abundant cvidi ni e. lie Ha\d, 
of overt acts in aiding the king's ene- 
mies. The J^ry, aftifr. having beeB out 
half 'an hour, returned a verdict of 
guilty. When asked If he had any- 
thing to say as to why he should not 
be sentenced to death. Colonel Lynch 
replied: "Thaph 70i^. I will say noth- 
ing." The sentence of death was pass- 
ed on each of the four counts In the 
Indictment The prisoner thfti bowed 
to the court and was removed in cus- 
to<ly. 

Although formally sentenced to be 
banged, Lynch's sentence will no 

doubt be commuted. 



Episcopalians and Divorce 

New York, Jan. 28.— Bishop Burgess 
of the Protestant Bplscopal diCcese of 
Long Island, made an address at the 
annual dinner of the church club, in 
whiob. ha. commended the attitude of 
the Roman Catholic churrh on the di- 
vorce question. Tho bi.sliop Raid in 
part: "The Roman Catholic church 
has stood like a bulwark agalnat di- 
vorce. It has stood for the inviolabil- 
ity of the marriage tie, and the" unity 
of the home. Ri^ausc of that it is in 
the world toda.v one of the greatest 
forces for progress and Christianity. 
Our prayer book says one thing and 
that thing Is all right; but our canons 
tell quite a dilTfront story. The great 
work of the Protestant Episcopal 
church is to harmonise prayer books 
and lanoub."

President of Reichstag Resigns. 
Berlin, Jan, 23.— Count Von Ballaes- 
trem has resigned the presidency of 
the relchstag In consequence of dis- 
approval of his attitude during the at- 
tempt Jan. 20. of Herr Vollinen, So- 
cialist, lo raise a debate in the house 
OD. t)^ charges brought against the 
late Herr Krupp and on Emperor Wil- 
liam's telegrams and speec hes on tlie 
subject. The president at the time de- 
clined to permit the discussion on the 
ground that it was out of order to dis- 
cuss a private person while debating 
the budget. Mis remarks called forth 
violent protest.s from the Socialists. 

Missing Member Found. 

Denver, Jan. 23. --W. H Kelley, 
Democratic member of the house, who 
disappeared juat before the convening 
of the Joint session of the legislature, 
and whose absence broke the quorum 
and prcvenlod the re-election of .Sena- 
tor Henry M. TelUr, was located at 
his lodgings.

VENeZUELANS THE FIRST TO FWa 



Blockade to Be Raised Only When 
the <iUHraiiiee Is Seen reel— Sit* 
uatlon as Viewed at 
Home and Abroad. 



No Representations Prom Hay. ' 

Berlin, Jan. 23.— A report Of tlie 
bombardment of Fort San Carlos, Ven- 
ezuela, walk, revived at the navy de- 
partment, but It is being communicat- 
ed to the Imperial chancellor before 
being published. The foreign office 
kas not received any represeaUttlQpa 
Irom Secretary Hay relaiive to the 
iombardment 



Berlin, Jan. 23.— The ofDcial report of 
the bombardment of Fort San Carlos 
arrived in the shape of a dispatch 
from the commander of the Faike, 
dated WlUemstad, Isle of Curacao, Jan. 
22, saying he had received Information 
from Maracaibo that Fort San Carlo* 
had been shelled and set on flre by 
the Vineta and Panther and had ulti- 
mately been destroyed. 

The Lokal Anzeiger says it baa re- 
ceived information to the offaot IhM 
Commodore Scheder reports that FVwt 
San Carlos flred on the Pantliwr, flrstt 
as the cruiser was feeling her way iBto 
the inner harbor channel. 

Washington, Jan. 2:5. — Notwith- 
standing the irrit.it ion lelt in govern- 
ment circles at what is regarSed as 
the purely needless and revengefml 
bombardment of the Venezuela forts 
by the German warships, the conclu- 
sion at the present time is that this 
incident will not prevent Mr. Bowao 
from successfully carrying out his 
mission of i)ea( e. The utforancos of 
Count Von Buelow. in tlie (Jorraan 
relchstag, are regarded here as con- 
veying the intimation that the German 
warships are acting by direct oNers 
from their home government with the 
purpose of avenging themselves for 
the repulse of the Panther in its first 
attack upon these forts. However 
this may be, the Uaited States govwof 
ment cannot at this moment see any 
proper excuse for entering into this 
quarel between Oermany and Vene- 
zuel/a. It la again and emphatically 
stated that when the United SUtes ex- 
ercised its good ofilces to the extent 
of negotiations it exhausted Its proper 
funitions in that direction and could 
do no more. Mr. Bowen is again de- 
clared to be not the representative of 
the United States, but the Venezuelan, 
and the state department Is very care- 
ful to preserve tho ap|)ea ranee of in- 
dependence on Mr. Bowen's part of de^ 
dining to redaive any reports from 

him or even encouraging his visits. 

London, Jan. 23.— At the Oermaa 
embassy a representative of the new8> 

paper press was Informed thai rio eg- 
planatiun had been reioivod there of 
the bombardment of Fort San Carlos, 
and it could only be assumed that 
there was good and sufBcient cause for 
.it. It was suggested that judgment be 
suspended until full particulars were 
received. The British and German 
goyernmenta, it was added, were act- 
ing in perfisct harmony and quite 
agreed that the blockade coulil tuii be 
raised until a salisfaclory Kuarantee 
had ix-en offered hy I'resideut Castro, 
When Minister Uowen went to Wash- 
ington it was thought he was the 
bearer of such a guarantee, but it has 
turned out that he only had President 
Ca.-:irus pronii.se to pay. »vhich had 
previously proved unsatisfactory. , If 
Mr. Bowen coald secure aome otiier 
guarantee the blockade would be rais- 
ed; but negotiations to this end are 
not likely to advaine until tho arrival 
of Baron Speck Von Sternberg, the 
Qerman charge d.'affaires, in Washing- 
ton. 

Shelling of the Port 
Uaracalbo, Jan. 23.— Fort San Car 
los was again bombarded by the Gor- 
man cruiser Vineta, Panther and 

Falke. It is estiuiaied the Gorman 
ships fired more than l.GOO shells. The 
first shells were hurled at long range. 
Later the Panther, being of light 
draught, closed In and again became 
actively oreaned. The fort roi)!ied, 
ami soon the second engayement was 
proceeding as fiercely as the first 
Twelve dead and 16 badly wounded 
Veneiduelan soldiers were counted in 
the fort. It Is reported the fort was 
destroyed, the bombardment setting 
the garrison op Qre. 

Settlement In Sight. 
Berlin, Jan. 23. — In the relchstag 
Foreign Secretary Von Riothofop as-> 
pressad tho hope that tha^Vonasuelan 
dilBoultioa woutd soon be settled. He 
said the negotiations at Washin^'ton. It 
is hoped, will show an early result 
rendering it possible to raise the 
blockade. Bo long as the blockade *Mr 
iU, however, respect for it must be 
enforced. The action a^ali;.st Mara- 
caibo was undertaken for this pur 
poao.
